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pDemocracy in 1864 and I1RGR,
Ty rallying ory of the Lemooracy in 1864 was,
“The war is a fallore—let ns have paacs."’
Peace then meant a humiliating surrender to
the Rebellion. Its lenders haughtily declared
that In no event would they recognize the
authority of the National Government. They
refused to entertain all pegotiations which
were not based on disunion. The Northern
Democratio lesders, however, favored the idea
of recomstructing a new Union, after the Con.
federncy was firmly established, by trans-
ferring fres Commonwealtha to the control of
Jefl. Davis as gpeedily as they could be ino-
duced to submit to this degrading ordeal.
Profesaing devotion to the Constitution as it
is and the Union as it was, the only practical
method sngpested of accomplishing their
avowed object was the most shameful sar
render recorded in history of a brave, power-
ful, snd virtuous peopls to a band of arro-
gant, pretentions, aud wicked conspirators,
Such a new Union, foanded on the rains of the
original Republic, was openly advcocated by
Vallsndigham, and Seymour intimated his
readiness to support it, when he gave expres-
sion to his admiration for the Montgomery
constitution.  Republican  determination,
Republican valor, Lincoln’s wisdom, (irant’s
military gening, and the heroic devotion of
the American army, orushed the Demooratio
platiorm of 1564 into atoms, and made it the
goorn of brave aud honest men throughout
the civilized world. DBefore its condemnation
of the war as “‘a failnre was fairly oiroulated
in the remote districta of the conntry, Sher-
man had commenced hiz all conquering carear
of trinmph from the centre to the sea, Grant
bhad completed his combinations for orush-
iog the head of the secession serpent
at Richmond, and the people beheld one |
grand trinmph following another in quick suo. |
cegsion, nntil the crowniog vietory at Appo-
mattox terminated the conilict. Amid all these
mi itary movements, it was well understood

on both sidea that the most powerfal
cause of the trinmph of onr arms was
the reilection of Abraham Lincoln. Tue |

emphatio expression of the determination
of tha people of the North to enhdas
the Rebellion at all hazards, was referred to
at the time by Geperal Grant, in an ofii rial
letter, as an event of desp military as well as
political significance; aul although ths Rubsls
did mpot immediately zarrender, they abau-
doned all rational gronuds of hope, and fhuglt
on from sheer dazperation

As the Democracy in the Presidential cam
paign of 1864 adopted & rallying ory devised
and intended to cheer the Rebellion, so iu
1408 they enter the contest with the declaration
that “Republican reconstraction is a failure —
let us have war to overturn it.”! Oar readers
are familiar with the many disadvantages to
